WONDON, via Montreal, Nov. 


5.—The allies have decided that 
Germany must apply to Marshal 


‘Foch, the allied Commander in 


Chief, for an armistice, Premier 
Lloyd George stated in the 


House of Commons today. 


In sending the news that the allies 
have agreed on the armistice condi- 
tions for Germany, the Times’ Paris 
correspondent says that the allied 
success on the French front leaves 
little doubt of Germany's acceptsnce. 

The terms of the armistice with 
Austria were announced to the House 
of Commons today by Premier Lloyd 
George. ,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—Diplo- 
mats and Officials here believe the 
terms of armistice for Germany 
signed for the United States and the 
allies at Paris yesterday are in the 
hands of Gen. Foch for presentation 
to the German commanders on the 
wostern front. 

President Wilson, having cancel- 
led plans for casting his vote at 
Princeton, N. J., remained at the 
White House throughout the day. 

The text of the armistice terms 
had not been received when arrange- 
monts were made for the usual Cab- 
inet meeting. The President and his 
advisers were fully informed as to 
every important detafl, however, 
before the document was signed. 

Agreement Was U nanimous. 

Armistice terms upon which hos- 
tilities may be brought to an’ immedi- 
ate end were unanimously agreed 
upon and signed yesterday at Paris 
by representatives of the allied and 
the United States Governments ani 
are expected to be in Berlin before 
tomorrow. 

Official announcement of the sign- 
ing of the armistice terms to be of- 
fered to Germany was made last 
night by Secretary Lansing, who 
added only that “diplomatic unity 
has been achieved under conditions 
of utmost harmony.” 

While confident that the condi- 
tions to be proposed to Germany 
mean nothing short of unconditiorai 
surrender, many military and diplo- 
matic observers here believe they will 
be accepted. With her last and prin- 
cipal ally out of the way and her 
armies crumbling under the constant 
hammering of Marshal Foch, Ger- 
many, they say, must realize the 
futility of continuing the unequal 

le.

Enemy Is Being

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, Nov. 5. 
tles racing cn the western front from 
Valenciennes to Stenay promise to 
prove the most stupendous conflict of 
the war. 

The Germans yesterday got the 
worst hammering they have ever re- 
ceived. It has become a habit of 
speech to say that tle enemy is still 
unbroken ard unbeaten, but if things 
contmue much longer at the prosent 
rate the allied world is likely to 
awaken suddenly to the realization 
that this statement has ceased to be 
trve. | 

It is a mistake to suppose that the 
allies in the present operation are 
engaged only with the rear guards of 
the enemy, retreating “according to 
plans.” The opposite is true. The 
Germans are being forced to fight 
their hardest by attacks which 
threaten to achieve the strategic 
col'apse of the enemy. The successes 
gained by the allies have been won 
against immense concentrations of 
strength which are striving in a 
most determined manner to hold 
vital points. :

American business 
has in the past been unaffected by a 
policy of the kind suggested and it has 
nothing to fear now from a policy of 
simple international justice. It is in- 
deed lamentable that the momentous 
issues of this solemn hour should be 
seized upon in an effort to bend them 
to partisan service.
